morning for French Lick Springs, ac- 
companied by Mrs. Blnrk. 

After the oath of offiee was ad- 
7ninistered to Senntor Harriss he was 
■railed ijpnn for a speeoh. At the 
very outset the acting governor re- 
iterated the statement 'that the pnr- 
Jon books will be closed during the 
nhsence of Governor Blaek. 

"I hold i nut a temporary governor 
though not under the law restricted 
in the exercise of the executive pow- 
■er, is bound morally by restrictions 
which do not control a regular gov- 
ernor, and I consider that the pardon 
power is embraced by these restric- 
tions, and should not be exercised 
"by me unless to prevent a wrong to 
the Commonwealth and a grave injus- 
tice to those concerned," he said. 

The acting governor said he anti- 
cipated but little trouble with ap- 
plications wbieh have as their sob 
recommendation the endorsement ol 
politicians and men of influence. The 
•difficulty, he said, would be with 
those who were accompanied by mo- 
thers, wives or little children whose 
bearts were full of anguish nnd 
-whose eyes were full of tears.

Telephone Conditions 

While the property has been properly maintain- 
ed, it is not the same property which the government 
took over on August 1, 1918. It is not as adequate for 
its job or as well manned as it was. That it is not, is in 
no way the fault of Federal control, which was eminent- 
ly fair. It is due to causes for which neither the govern- 
ment nor the companies are to blame. 

A year ago today we were at war. Labor and 
materials needed for both telephone operation and con- 
struction were turned to military uses. Some materials 
were so vital to the carrying on of the war that even 
the work of providing telephone facilities for the gov- 
ernment was retarded and no part of them could be 
spared for commercial telephone purposes. 

No less vital was the government need for those 
skilled to create, maintain and operate the vast inter- 
communication systems necessary in modern warfare 
and in the conduct of the vastly increased government 

services. 

Thousands of telephone men were already at 
the battlefront. Thousands more were under arms, and 
still telephone experts and skilled operators went into 
the service of the government and contributory indus- 
tries by the tens of thousands. . . 

The reserves of plant and equipment were 
drawn upon until they were entirely used up, and the 
experienced staff was gradually depleted. To find 
others to take the places of those who had gone was dif- 
ficult. To train them takes time. 

During the year came victory and the armistice; 
and instantly the business world sprang into intense 
activity. The demands for telephone service passed 
all former records. 

* 

To replace the exhausted reserves which had 
been carried for just such purposes and to replace the 
skilled forces to meet this unprecedented emergency, 
there began a rush for construction, for readjustment, 
for high pressure repairs, for feverish extensions. All 
these must be continued with increasing effort. 

The return of the property comes in the very 
midst of this race between an overpowering demand, 
and an upbuilding of a system whose growth was held 
back and whose forces were scattered by the vital 
needs of war. 

Much progress has been made in the upbuilding 
of this system, but far more is still required to meet the 
swift growth of business; and also to give "first aid" to 
every other business and every other service struggling 
against an unprecedented demand. 

The prosperity which creates this emergency in 
service creates also a scarcity of those desiring employ- 
ment in the service. 

Under such conditions telephone service gener- 
ally has not been and could not be up to the pre-war 
standard. It is beyond human power to immediately 
overcome the handicap which the situation imposes. 

There are no people in any public or private en- 
deavor who are working more tirelessly or strenuously 
for the common good than those of the telephone com- 
panies. Service has always been given ; more of it must 
be given and it must be improved. That improv ^ment 
in some cases will take months. Eventually service 
must win the race with demand.

The bulletin says the advertising 
a--oeiation, which exists for the 
purpose of mnking all advertising 
absolutely truthful, has usually on- 
ly needed to call the attention of 
newspapers to the fraudulent char- 
acter of such advertisements to get 
them to decline to sell advertising 
-pare to such people. In the mean- 
time, the bulletin suggests, the pub- 
lic should beware and should ascer- 
tain whether the seller is in fact a 
worthy householder or is a mer- 
chant. 

"The best way to supply our needs 
is through the usual sources — 
through the stores of the communi- 
ty," the bulletin adds. "The local 
storekeeper stands behind the goods 
he sells, and if anything should go 
wrong, he is right on the job to 
make good."

"To work and to nave" in the rem- 
edy for the increasing cost of living 
pointed out by the Federal Reserve 
Board. 

In reply to an inquiry from the 
1 Senate Banking Committee, asking 
if it was advisable to attempt con- 
duction of curency by legislation 
in the hope of reducing prices, Gov- 
ernor Harding wrote Chairman Mc- 
lean that the growth in the volume 
| of circulating notes was the effect 
| and not the cause of advancing wag-, 
es nnd prices and that the wur period 
of finance would not be over until 
government obligations, now carried 
by the banks, were absorbed through 
the actual savings of the people. 

Strong censure of strikes nnd ex- 
travagance Wai implied in Mr. Hard- 
in--; letter, which did not, however, 
undertake to blame any one section 
of the population, but referred to the 
nation as a whole, especially to the 
Relaxation, of economics practiced 
during the wnr and the purchase 
now of non essential articles by per- 
sons enjoying large incomes for the 
first time. 

"The Federal Reserve* Board be- 
lieves that any currency legislMim. 
at this time is unnecessary am! ttn 
desirable," Mr. Harding wrote, "and 
would suggest that whether viewed 
I'mm an economic or financial stand- 
point, the remedy for the present- 
situation is the same, namely, to 
work and to save; to work regularly 
ind efficiently, in order to prodicc 
md distribute the largest possible 
volume of commodities; and to ex- 
ercise reasonable economics in or- 
ler that money, goods and services 
m.iv be devoted primarily to the 
; ouidation of debt and to the sat- 
isfaction of the demand for neces- 
sities, rather than to indulge in ex- 
traVftiranOM or the gratification of 
i desire for luxuries. 

"The war is over- — in a military 
ense — and while the bills have '>eeii 
"ttled by loans to the government, 
hese obligations, so far as they are 
•arrieil bv the banks, must be nb- 
orbed before the war chapter of the 
riniincial history of the country can 
'ie closed."

In the fnce of growing an rent over 

the high cost of living, as indicated 
by the spreading strike of railroad 
workers, many government agencies 
have moved in efforts to effect a re- 
turn to normal price levels.

Mil- 
lions, of pounds of meat, beans, 
pumpkin, squash and other commodi- 
ties were offered to the pal .lie Mon- 
day, August 18, through the parcels 
post system at prices materially low- 
er than those now prevailing in the 
market. Purchasers will have to ray 
postage charges from the plii't of 
storage. § 

Director General nines Commis- 
sioner Colver and Assistant Secre- 
tary Leffingwell, nppointed by the 
conference assembled by Attorney 
leneral Palmer to recommend steps 
to reduce living costs are engaged 
in an exchange of memorandum bear- 
ing on the problem.

The new de- 
mands of railway employes for more 
rages to meet the high cost of liv- 
ng drew fire from Representative 
BlantOllj Democrat, of Texas, who 
said the railroad men were acting 
like "highwaymen" in attempting 
to obtain "another unfair billion dol- 
lar" raise. " 

Introduction in the House of gov- 
ernment ownership railroads bill 
with the employes participating in 
the control and profits of the roads 
was made the occasion of a state- 
ment by leaders of the four brother- 
hoods that the high cost of living 
demanded the operation of the coun- 
try's most important industry "for 
service rather than for profit." The 
statement declared that wage earn- 
ers could never hope to gam a per- 
manent victory in the economic strife 
under present conditions because of 
the constantly growing cycle of 
prices based on wages and declar- 
ed it was not money, but value which 
eally counted.
